The danger of sham conilicts and the 
uncontrolable condition of men under 
excitement was shown Tuesday dur­ 
ing the return of G eneral Garrot.soo’s 
brigade from 
the Potomac riv e r to 
Camp 
Alger. 
A 
sham 
battle was 
planned. 
T h e Sixth 
Massachusetts 
wa» to defend a position against the 
assault of the Sixth Illinois and the 
Eig h th Ohio regiments. 
Colonel Ja ck 
Foster, of the Sixth Illinois, who has 
b ad experience in sham battles, warned 
his ri >n not to approach to close quar­ 
ters, as blank cartridges were to be 
used. Subsequent developments proved 
that his caution was tim ely. 
ft ap­ 
pears that the officers of the Fig h th 
Ohio gave no such warning. 
As the Illin ois and Ohio men ap­ 
proached 
the 
Massachusetts 
forces 
most of the soldiers became excited 
The Sixth Illinois halted at the danger 
line. 
The < »hioans continued the as 
sault, the men becoming more excited 
as they forced the Sixth Massachusetts 
to give way, until finally they passed 
beyond the control of their officers and 
entered into a hand to hand conflict. 
To defend themselves against the ex­ 
cited Ohioans, the men of the Massa­ 
chusetts regim ent were compelled to 
use their guns as clubs, and the sham 
battle became a serious affair. 
One squad of the Ohio regim ent ap­ 
proached H ardy Reed of the 6 th M as­ 
sachusetts, who grounded his rille and 
threw up his hands in token of surren­ 
der and cried, ‘‘Fo r God’s sake, don’t 
s h o t!” 
The Ohio squad pressed in 
around him, and one of the men, who 
had lust all control of himself, placed 
his rifle to his shoulder, and with the 
muzzle close to the face of Reed pulled 
the 
trigger. 
Reed 
was 
seriously 
wounded. 
He w ill lose the sight of one 
eye, and one ear was partly torn from 
his head. 
W h en order was restored the reg i­ 
ment» were marched into camp. 
The 
name of the Ohio soldier who fired the 
charge that injured Reed is not known 
to the Massachusetts hoys, but they 
have announced 
a determ ination to 
search him out and punish him 
The 
adair has caused a bitter foeling to 
soring up between the members of the 
regiments, 
it is said that no ill feeling 
has exi-tvd between them in the past, 
and that the conduct of the 8th Ohio 
was due entirely to excitement. 
P riva te Edw ard Dearth of the 6 th 
111. was accidentally drowned Tuesday 
afternoon while the regim ent was in 


camp on the Potomac. 
W ith several 
other» he had attempted to swim 
the 
river 
Dearth was seized with cramps. 
C orporal Ebert tried to rescue him and 
was making fair headway to a place of 
safety. 
W hen within a short .distance 
of the -hore the swift current wrested 
the unconscious form from the grasp of 
the rescuer.

tion of the existing abuses. 
W h ile it is believed that mauy offic­ 
ial» who assist in the execution of pen­ 
sion vouchers have no conception of 
their crim inal liab ility in the premises, 
it is equally certain that many others, 
to secure an advantage in the num eri­ 
cal number of their clientage. Know­ 
ingly and w ilfu lly resort to violation- 
of the law. 
Th ere can be no justification in the 
prevalent haste and laxity existing in 
many offices, 
by which 
post-dating, 
false certification, 
false claim 
and 
“ stock” witnesses have become a factor 
in the adm inistration and acknowledg­ 
ment of pension vouchers. 
It is the intention of the bureau 
where the facts warrant -ueh action, 
to 
institute 
crim inal 
proceedings 
against the parties who indulge in 
these illegal aud irreg u lar 
practices 
and they are warned accordingly by the 
pension commissioner at W ashington, 
the substance of whose circu lar is g iv ­ 
en above.

play ed “ Onward, Christian Soldiers,” 
and to this tu ne we marched to the 
place of meeting and were comfortably 
seated. 
Colonel Foster and Chaplain 
Jack W. Ferris, who has been pro­ 
moted from the rank of priv ate, were 
on the platform. Colonel Foster called 
for v olu nteers to form a choir. 
A 
su fficient nu mber responded and the 
serv ice at once commenced with the 
old familiar song, “ Nearer, My God, 
to Thee.” 
The lesson of the morning 
was read from the twelfth chapter of 
Romans. 
The chaplain addressed the 
boy s, taking for his tex t the first v erse 
of the twelfth chapter of Romans. 
Re 
deliv ered a brief bu t forcible talk, ad­ 
monishing the soldiers to do for God 
what they are doing for their cou ntry 
making of themselv es liv ing sacri­ 
fices.

Army Y. M. C. A. is u nder the su per­ 
v ision of a committee from the Nation­ 
al Y . M. C. A. 
This committee en­ 
gages tbree co-ordinate secretaries to 
personally direct the work. There are 
now ten 
Y. M. C. A. tents on the 
grou nds and forty men engaged in the 
work all the time. 
They hav e two ev angelist?- constant 
ly at work. 
Rev . F. W. Siiith, an old 
soldier, and Mr. Bu rkholt/, a gradu ate 
of Moody ’s bible school, hav e held re 
v iv al serv ices ev ery night for the past 
three weeks. 
I am told th a t from six ­ 
ty to one hu ndred conv ersions are made 
at each of 
these meetings. 
Beside 
these two rev iv al serv ices there are 
from three to fiv e gospel meetings each 
day at each of the ten stations. 
T he 
ten secretaries at the stations talk per­ 
sonally to fifty or six ty daily .

They hav e a daily attendance of eight 
thou sand. 
They fu rnish free to sold­ 
iers ten thou sand sheets of note paper 
daily and abou t fiv e thou sand letters 
are mailed daily . 
They hav e also been giv ing a series 
of free entertainments in the ev ening 
These entertainments are of a mu sical 
and literary character. 
T he regim en­ 
tal bands hav e been giv ing concerts. 
Solo singing has also been one of the 
principal featu re??. 
Goodwall Dickerman has been here 
for two weeks in hia celebrated imper 
sonations th a t plea.-ed the people of 
Dix on du ring the last Assembly season 
A Mr. 
Bo wers has been here in a 
similar role. 
Occasionally we hear a tiDe lectu re. 
Gen. O. O. Howard, the hero of the 
civ il war, talked to a large concou rse 
of soldiers last week on “ Cnristianity 
n the Army .” 
He is a fine speaKer 
and 
I am 
glad to know that he has 
has been engaged for the coming As­ 
sembly . 
Col. Nou rse deliv ered his famou s lec­ 
tu re on “ Dr. Jeky l and Mr. Hy de. 
This was a highly entertaining and 
profitable lectu re for those who heard 
it, and many will remember Colonel 
Nou rse and his lectu re for y ears to 
come.
